Speaking at Montreal a few days 
ago, Dr. Archibald, director of the 
experimental farm at Ottawa, pre

Canadian agriculture that deserve 
earnest attention. To begin with, he 
stated that the value of our agri- 


cultural products this year will reach 
a total . ve and a half billion dol- 
lars, which .s equal to the combined 
value of the products of our mines 
forests and fisheries. 

Further, Dr. Archibald confidently 
asserts that Canada is the finest 
agricultural country in the world 
but if we are to take full advantage 
of all that nature has so bountifully 
supplied, shall have to keep 
abreast of scientific methods of pro 
duction, and extend still further the 
principle of co-operative marketing 

Dr. Archibald urges gity folk te 
take a more sympathetic interest in 
the problems of the farmers, and to 
aid in establishing and maintaining 
co-operative systems of distribution 
by which the producer will be 
assured of getting every penny that 
he is justly entitled to. 

Agriculture is our basic industry 
and its prosperity is the common 
concern of every citizen in the land 
Towns and cities are keenly alive to 
the expansion of commerce and in- 
dustry, and rightly so, but commerce 
and industry would be in a poor way 
without agricultural prosperity. 

We can no more ignore the wel-
